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Chairman’s  Message 


In  the  Progress  Report  on  the  Club  Develop¬ 
ment  Programme  which  appears  in  this  issue  you 
will  read  that  it  will  soon  be  necessary  for  us 
to  close  down  the  dining  room  on  the  fourth 
floor  temporarily  for  alterations.  Certain  alter- 
$  native  meal  accommodation  will  be  arranged  but 
it  will ,  of  necessity ,  be  on  a  far  more  restricted 
scale  than  that  normally  offered . 

Initially  I  would  like  to  say  on  behalf  of  your 
Committee  that  we  very  much  regret  the  necessity 
for  this  step  but  it  is,  of  course,  unavoidable 
under  the  circumstances  and  we  hope  members 
will  bear  with  this  inconvenience  and  co-operate 
in  their  usual  generous  manner. 

However,  in  this  vein  I  would  like  to  stress, 
as  I  have  done  on  recent  occasions,  that  the 
inconvenience  which  members  have  experienced 
as  a  result  of  the  work  going  on  in  the  Club  has 
£  been  relatively  minor. 

As  members  know,  the  Club  Development 
Programme  is  a  major  project  which  entails  a 
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vast  amount  of  new  work  and  alteration  and  to 
me  the  surprising  thing  is  that  we  have  had  so 
little  disruption  to  our  normal  club  activities  and 
amenities.  Knowing  the  magnitude  of  the  project 
any  outsider  could  be  forgiven  for  thinking  that 
our  club  life  would  have  literally  been  turned 
topsy-turvy  over  a  lengthy  period. 

Such  has  not  been  the  case  and  the  incon¬ 
veniences  we  have  suffered  have  been  ‘ Jew  and 
far  between ”  when  compared  with  the  work 
which  has  been  carried  out. 

I  feel  this  is  a  great  tribute  to  all  those  con¬ 
nected  with  this  project  and  to  these  people  we 
owe  a  vote  of  thanks  for  the  planning  and  pre¬ 
paration  which  has  made  it  possible.

He  has  been  active  in  the  affairs 
of  the  N.S.W.  Bar  Association,  the  Law 
Council  of  Australia,  the  International 
Commission  of  Jurists,  the  Third  British 
Commonwealth  and  Empire  Law  Con¬ 
ference  and  the  Law  Association  for 
Asia  and  the  West  Pacific.  Your  fellow 
members  offer  hearty  congratulations  to 
you  Judge  and  sincerely  wish  that  this  is 
the  start  of  a  distinguished  new  phase  in 
what  has  already  been  a  distinguished 
career.

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PROGRESS  REPORT 

CLUB  DEVELOPMENT  PLAN 

Following  on  the  established  practice  the  following 
is  the  report  as  at  31st  August  last. 


Fifth  Floor 

The  new  bedrooms  are  nearing  com¬ 
pletion,  and  the  carpets  are  expected  to 
be  laid  by  the  middle  of  September. 
Following  this  the  additional  furniture, 
curtains,  etc.,  will  be  installed,  and  the 
phones  connected. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  bedrooms 
will  be  in  operation  by  the  end  of  Sep¬ 
tember  giving,  in  all,  31  first-class  rooms 
available  for  use  by  members  and  visit¬ 
ing  members.  The  accommodation  is 
excellent,  and  it  is  intended  to  provide 
first-class  service. 

Fourth  Floor 

The  new  lounge  is  nearing  completion, 
and  at  present  the  new  bar  is  being 
installed.  Contracts  have  been  let  for  the 
carpet,  curtains  and  wallpaper,  and  this 
work  will  proceed  in  the  near  future. 
The  new  men’s  toilet  accommodation 
on  this  floor  is  in  operation. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  dining  room 
will  close  at  approximately  the  end  of 
September,  and  this  room  will  be  re¬ 
painted,  recarpeted,  and  new  light  fittings 


installed.  With  the  dining  room  com¬ 
pleted  it  is  expected  that  the  whole  of 
the  fourth  floor  will  then  be  available 
for  use  by  members. 

The  Committee  are  very  confident 
that  all  members  will  consider  this  floor 
in  excellent  taste,  fitting  the  standard 
required  for  TattersalTs  Club. 

During  the  closing  of  the  dining  room 
it  is  intended  to  operate  a  Smorgasbord 
style  of  meal  in  the  main  Club  room 
where  members  and  ladies  will  be  catered 
for  in  the  evening.  Drink  service  will 
also  continue  to  be  available  on  the 
first  floor. 

During  the  closing  of  the  dining  room 
members  will  realise  that  difficulties  will 
be  experienced  in  catering  for  their 
needs.  In  the  first  floor  their  co-opera¬ 
tion  over  this  period  would  be  greatly 
appreciated.  It  is  intended  to  keep  the 
Club  operating  for  our  regular  attendants 
even  during  this  difficult  period. 

Second  Floor 

Members  will  have  noticed  that  certain 
preliminary  work  is  proceeding  near  the 
buffet,  and  the  architect  has  indicated 
that  the  Buffet  and  Card  Room  will 


close  at  the  end  of  September.  Work  will 
then  proceed  on  the  establishment  of  a 
new  buffet  and  bar  in  the  area  presently 
occupied  by  the  Buffet  and  Card  Room. 

The  Billiard  Room  will  be  renovated, 
and  the  new  Card  Room  will  be  installed 
where  the  office  is  presently  situated  — 
the  office  moving  to  the  ground  floor. 

The  Committee  realise  that  the  Second 
floor  buffet  and  Bar  is  urgently  required, 
and  it  is  felt  that  with  the  completion 
of  the  new  area  this  will  prove  one  of 
the  most  popular  sections  of  the  Club. 

Ground  Floor 

The  S.T.C.  have  resumed  occupation 
of  the  front  section  of  the  Club  in 
Elizabeth  Street,  and  work  is  proceeding 
on  the  preparation  of  the  new  Club 
offices  with  an  entrance  to  same  from 
the  passageway  leading  from  Elizabeth 
Street.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  office 
will  be  transferred  from  the  Second 
Floor  early  in  October. 

Work  is  also  continuing  on  the  Bank 
area,  which  is  being  carried  out  under 
difficulties  as  it  was  not  practicable  for 
the  Bank  to  move  during  alterations. 

Basement 

The  new  Club  laundry  is  operating 
efficiently  which  will  alleviate  the  diffi¬ 
culties  experienced  in  maintaining  linen 
supplies  to  the  various  departments. 

The  new  goods  lift  is  also  operating, 
and  work  is  proceeding  with  the  demo¬ 
lition  of  the  old  goods  lift.  The  new 
lift  is  a  passenger/goods  lift  and  during 
the  present  time  the  inside  of  this  lift 
has  been  re-lined  in  order  to  protect  the 
finish.

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Mares  Who  Topped  Melbourne  Cup  Weights 
Light  Fingers  with  the  Right  Touth  Again

Light  Fingers,  last  year’s  Melbourne  Cup  winner  with  8:4  is  handicapped  at  9:1  for  this  year’s  Cup.  Allow¬ 
ing  for  the  w.f.a.  sex  allowance  of  5  lbs.,  this  makes  her  handicap  equivalent  to  9:6,  the  top  weight  allotted  the 
New  Zealand  stayer,  Pallisade,  who  is  nine  years  old. 


Light  Fingers,  winner  13  races  from  five  furlogs  to  two  miles — including 
the  last  Melbourne  Cup.  She  has  been  twice  successful  at  Randwick  in  the  A.J.C. 
mile  Princess  Handicap  and  A.J.C.  Oaks  1\  miles  last  Easter  twelve  months.  The 
rider  is  R.  Higgins. 


In  105  years  of  Melbourne  Cup 
handicaps  only  three  mares  have  been 
allotted  top  weight — La  Carabine  with 
9.7  in  1900  and  9.10  in  1901;  Wakeful 
sharing  10.5  with  San  Fran  in  1902  and 
outright  head  of  the  handicap  with  10 
st.  in  1903;  and  Desert  Gold,  level 
top  weight  with  Magpie  in  1918  at  9.6. 
None  of  these  mares  won  but  Wakeful, 
despite  her  10  st.  in  1901  was  second  to 
a  good  three-year-old  carrying  only  6.8, 
Lord  Cardigan. 

Wakeful  was,  perhaps,  the  most  ver¬ 
satile  and  one  of  the  best  mares  seen 
on  the  Australian  turf.  She  began  racing 
late  in  life  and,  at  four  years,  completed 
an  unusual  treble  in  1901.  In  three 
successive  starts  she  won  the  Oakleigh 
Plate  at  Caulfield,  the  Newmarket  at 
Flemington  and  the  Doncaster  at  Rand- 
wdck. 

A  year  later  she  won  the  Sydney  Cup 
with  9.7.  In  the  1903  Melbourne  Cup 
with  10  st.,  Lord  Cardigan  beat  her 
narrowly  with  6.8  and  it  gave  the  form 
a  tremendous  value  when  he  went  on 
to  success  in  the  Sydney  Cup  five  months 
later  carrying  8.7. 

La  Carabine,  a  mare  by  Carbine  (who 
won  the  1890  Melbourne  Cup  with  the 
record  weight  of  10.5),  received  her 
Melbourne  Cup  top  weight  for  successes 
in  old-fashioned  long-distance  races  now 
forgotten. 

She  won  the  Australian  Cup  2\  miles 
in  1900  and,  in  1902,  won  a  race  called 
the  Australasian  Champion  Stakes,  run 
at  weight-for-age  over  three  miles  but 
was  a  Melbourne  Cup  failure.  Like 
Wakeful  she  was  trained  at  St.  Albans, 
a  private  stable  and  race  track  just  out 
of  Geelong,  Victoria,  and  her  trainer 
was  Hugh  Munro,  father  of  the  famous 
jockeys  Darb  and  Jimmy  Munro. 

Desert  Gold  received  her  top  weight 
9.6  for  winning  19  races  in  a  row  in 
New  Zealand.  She  ran  Magpie  to  a  neck 
in  the  w.f.a.  Melbourne  Stakes  on  the 
first  day,  but  after  being  prominent  for 
a  mile  and  a  half  in  the  Cup  failed  to 
stay  the  two  miles  and  finished  eighth 
to  Night  Watch.

An  injury  prevented  her  racing  in 
Sydney  last  Autumn  at  which  she  had 
been  set  for  w.f.a.  events  and  the 
Doncaster,  but  with  a  lengthy  spell  she 
could  return  to  Spring  racing  in  the  new 
season  a  better  and  stronger  mare.  In 
fact  she  might  easily  attain  to  form 
approaching  the  standard  of  the  mighty 
mare,  Wakeful.

On  Saturday,  July  30th,  1966,  a  full 
page  article  appeared  in  the  Sun  news¬ 
paper  on  the  method  of  scoring  em¬ 
ployed  in  tennis.  You  know,  Love,  Duce, 
15/30,  40,  etc.,  and  it  was  suggested  that 
an  improved  method  was  being  sought 
amongst  the  professionals  today.  This 
method  is  known  as  the  VASSS.  These 
people  consider  that  the  old  method  of 
scoring  is  outdated  and  tends  to  lead 
to  long  drawn  out  matches  which  make 
the  players  tired  and  weary  and  conse¬ 


quently  the  games  are  dreary.  The  new 
VASSS  method  envisages  games  of  21 
up  or  31  up  per  match.  The  first  player 
to  reach  the  required  score  being  the 
winner.  If  the  players  are  tied  at  20  all 
or  30  all  as  the  case  may  be,  the  winner 
must  have  a  clear  lead  of  two  points 
before  being  declared  the  winner  of  the 
match.  For  service  one  player  to  have 
five  serves  and  then  his  opponent  takes 
his  turn  of  five  serves.  These  services  to 
continue  until  the  match  is  concluded. 
I  felt  this  was  interesting  because  we 
have  been  using  this  method  of  scoring 
in  our  Handball  competitions  since  I 
commenced  playing  handball  with 
Tattersall’s  Club. 


INDOOR  HANDBALL 


The  game  is  played  on  a  court  extending  from  a  wall  on  which  there  are  three 
lines,  two  upright  and  one  across,  the  measurements  being:  Length  14' 6";  Width  14  , 
Short  line  2'  from  wall;  Back  wall  9' 6"  in  height.  All  lines  to  be  2"  in  width,  while 
a  piece  of  tin  is  fitted  across  bottom  of  wall,  occupying  a  space  of  9  inches  from  the 

An  uncovered  rubber  tennis  ball  2i"  in  diameter  painted  white  is  best  suited  lor 
playing  this  game,  which  is  called  Handball  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  ball  is 
struck  by  the  bare  hand,  in  play.  . 

Prior  to  commencement  of  game,  right  of  opening  service  is  decided  by  intending 
players  hitting  the  ball  from  the  base  line  on  to  the  wall  so  that  it  will  rebound 
towards  baseline.  The  player  whose  ball  hits  the  floor  nearest  to,  or  upon  the  base¬ 
line,  takes  the  first  service  and  commences  the  game. 

Games  consist  of  21,  31,  or  51  points  as  arranged  between  the  players  prior  to 
commencement  of  the  game.  Competition  games  consist  of  31  points. 

The  form  of  service  to  be,  i.e.  each  player  having  Five  (5)  consecutive  serves 

alternately.  ..  .  .. 

The  ball  shall  be  served  from  the  baseline  in  such  a  manner  as  to  strike  the  wall 
and  rebound  into  the  court  opposite  that  behind  which  the  player  is  standing  when 
serving  The  ball  must  hit  the  wall  above  the  tin  (9"  from  the  floor,  within  the  side 
lines  and  beyond  the  top  line  thereof,  and  must  fall  into  the  opposite  court  beyond 
the  short  line,  yet  within  or  on  the  base,  side,  and  centre  lines).  Any  contravention 
of  this  rule  shall  result  in  a  point  being  scored  against  the  player  responsible. 

Any  ball  striking  the  tin  during  service  or  whilst  in  play,  shall  be  considered 
“dead”  and  the  point  shall  count  against  the  striker,  who  was  the  player  responsible 
for  the  shot  which  hit  the  tin. 

Service  must  be  made  from  behind  the  baseline  and  within  the  side  and  centre 
lines,  when,  if  either  the  ball  is  bounced  or  any  portion  of  the  server’s  foot  extends 
over  into  the  court,  such  service  will  be  disallowed  as  faulty  and  a  point  awarded 
against  the  player  serving. 

When  the  ball  is  in  play  after  service,  it  must  hit  the  wall  above  the  tin  and  below 
the  top  line,  and  fall  into  the  opposite  court  over  the  sport  line  and  within  or  upon 
the  centre,  side  and  base  lines.  Any  contravention  of  this  rule  shall  count  against  the 

striker  responsible.  ,  . 

All  competition  games  to  be  of  five  (5)  consecutive  services  alternately,  the 
players  changing  courts  after  each  ten  points  have  been  scored,  while  tournament 
games  must  be  won  from  30  all  by  two  clear  points.  Eventually  the  finishing  scores 

will  be  totalled  as  31-30.  ,  , 

After  30  all,  each  player  serves  alternately  until  two  (2)  clear  points  have  been 


won.  ...  ,  ,,  , 

If  the  ball  on  its  way  to  the  wall  strikes  your  opponent  in  his  court,  it  shall  be 

called  a  hinder,  and  the  stroke  played  over.  . 

In  all  competition  games  the  wearing  of  gloves  shall  be  left  to  the  discretion  ot 
the  referee.  Gloves  should  be  of  a  light  unpadded  type. 

These  Rules  have  been  made  and  adopted  by  the  N.S.W.  Indoor  Handball 
Association  at  its  inaugural  meeting  on  3rd  August,  1936,  in  the  presence  of  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  all  Metropolitan  Handball  Clubs. 
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Bowls  Notes 

DON  WILSON  TROPHY 

A  very  valuable  trophy  has  been 
donated  by  Don  Wilson.  At  a  recent 
committee  meeting  the  committee  de¬ 
cided  to  play  for  this  trophy  over  a 
period  of  20  playing  days.  The  points 
will  be  credited  to  each  player  every 
day  they  play  on  the  20  days. 

The  points  will  be  the  number  of 
points  that  are  scored  by  the  team  that 
the  player  plays  in,  i.e.,  if  a  team  wins 
by  21  to  14,  the  players  on  the  winning 
side  score  21  and  the  players  on  the 
losing  side  score  14.  These  points  will 
be  added  each  day  for  the  20  playing 
days  to  find  the  winner.  No  doubt  the 
regular  attenders  will  have  a  better 
chance  of  winning  this  valuable  trophy 
but  it  will  be  a  big  incentive  towards 
bigger  attendances.
